(AP) — Prime Minister Tunku 
Abdul Rahman 
said today his 


government has decided to im- 
pose a state of emergency 
throughout Malaysia because of 
indications that Indonesia is pre- 
paring to "mount a big offen- 
sive" against this country. 


Rahman presided at an emer- 


gency Cabinet session after high- 
level talks with 
British Com- 


monwealth allies who pledged to 
increase military and economic 
aid following an airborne land- 
ing in Malaysia Wednesday by 
about 30 heavily armed Indone- 
sian paratroopers. 


"We'll give all the help we 


can," said Reginald Maudling, 
British chancellor 
of the ex- 


chequer. 


Security 
forces today killed 


two more Indonesian paratroop- 
ers, the Defense Ministry an- 
nounced. 


It brought to four the number 


of Indonesians killed since an 
•airborne attack in the Labis 
area, 105 miles southeast of this 
capital of Malaysia. 


The ministry said one mem- 


ber of the security forces was 
killed and another wounded, the 
first Malaysian casualties.

"Communist or. Indonesian pro- 
vocateurs" of trying to incite 
fresh race rioting between Chi- 
nese and Malays in' Singapore 
to divert attention from the air- 
borne strike.

Britain Is 
Experiencing 
Grime Boom

LONDON (AP) — Britain ft 


experiencing a crime boom. The 
cleverest 
lawbreakers 
this 


country has ever known are re- 
Versing an old axiom to prove 
that crime does pay. 


Last year's highlight was the 


f7-mil!ion great train robbery 
in Buckinghamshire, the biggest 
cash crime in history, carried 
off with breath-taking precision. 


This year may be known ax, 


the big escape year. Hardly a 
day passes but escapes are re- 
ported. 


No. 1 escapee was Charles 


Frederick Wilson, one of the 
train robbers who had hardly 
settled in the maximum secur- 
ity cell where he was sentenced 
to spend 30 years in solitary. 
Mis bloodless delivery by a slick 
gang was so notorious that 
newspapers began referring 1* 
Harold Wilson, chief of the 
Labor party, as "the other" 
less-known Wilson. 


The great train robbery and 


the Wilson escape opened Brit- 
ons' eyes to the fact that this 
country's criminals through the 
years have been outracing the 
law. 


It 
is estimated 
that 
the 


chances of a holdup man i;£ 
London will be caught and con- 
victed today is 3*1 in the crim- 
inal's favor. For house burglars 
the rate is 6-1 and for auto 
thieves as high as 10-1. 


A Cambridge University pro- 


fessor of criminology estimates 
that not more than 15 per cent 
of crime committed in Britain 
is brought into the open for 
punishment. 
r 


Even 
when a criminal is" 


caught his chances of escaping 
justice "never fall below 50 per 
cent," according to a Cam- 
bridge Institute study. 


Before World War II the con- 


viction rate in Britain was al- 
ways over 50 per cent, the study 
noted. 


It is estimated more than $76 


million worth of property will- 
be stolen or obtained by fraud5* 
this year. 


British criminologists and the 


newspapers have been noting 
with interest that United States 
police are using computers to 
fight crime gangs—to trap them 
with machine data that fore- 
casts thrusts in advance. 


This may not work in Britain 


because there are few per- 
manent-criminal gangs hereii' 
British crime rings, a study re- 
ported, generally are composed 
of individual criminals brought 
together for a specific job and 
disbanded afterward. They re- 
cruit the extra men needed. 


The gangs organized to do the 


big jobs — such as London West 
End jewel shop breaks — get 
the 
best 
tools. 
They have 


tackled safes with thermal lano* 
es capable of 5,500-degree heat" 
thrust. Police experts say that 
gangs will lay out $10,000 for 
equipment to stage some jobs.

It says, "The amount of gas dis- 
solved in the human body is di- 
rectly proportionate to the pres- 
sure on the body." 


In layman's language, if a 


person was under pressure, say 
at 100 feet of water, certain 
gases are absorbed in the body. 
If that pressure is rapidly light- 
ened, the gas is apt to form 
bubbles in the blood stream. 


That is what happens in the 


bends. Nitrogen bubbles form in 
(he blood stream and seem to 
stop in the joints. Intense pain 
results.

Lobor Accent 
on Fringe 
Benefits

NEW YORK (AP)-Labor is 


putting the accent on fringe 
benefits even more this year 
than last. That is evident in 
contracts already reached and 
in the auto labor talks now in 
the spotlight. 


Wages nave been scaled up- 


ward in many pacts negotiated 
so far in 1964. But the average 
increase has been down slightly 
from the median set in the 196!) 
contracts. 


Labor has 
made the 
most 


notable gains along the fringes, 
especially in pension and insur- 
ance plans, and to a somewhat 
less 
degree in shorter work 


weeks and longer vacations. On 
average, the new contracts have 
kept fairly well inside the guide- 
lines on wages and costs that 
the 
administration has 
ad- 


vanced as a block to further 
inflation. 


As the auto labor talks near 


a showdown set for after Labor 
Day, the stock market has been 
betting on an agreement in- 
stead of a strike. The auto com- 
panies are planning greater out- 
put in September than usual for 
this month. Management also 


] seems to be counting on a new 


pact by the deadline, after the

in- 


fighting.

When a settlement is reached, 


the big question will be: How 
much? And in the case of the 
auto union, too; the pressure 
has been

and evil forces of racial preju- 
dice. Perhaps no prejudice is so 
•contagious or so dangerous as 
Ithe 
unreasoning 
prejudice 


- against men because of their 
. birth, the color of their skin, or 
{jfcheir ancestral background. Ra- 


cial prejudice is dangerous be- 
cause it is a disease of the ma- 
jority, 
endangering 
minority 


groups. 


"When we of the South arise 


here to speak against the civil 
rights proposals, we are not 
speaking against the 
Negro 


race. We are not attempting to 
keep alive the old flames of 
hatred and bigotry. We are, in- 


•stead, trying to prevent those 


flames from being rekindled. 
We are trying to tell the rest of 
the nation that this is not the 
way to accomplish what so 
many want to do for the Ne- 
gro." 


In a speech at San Angelp, 


Tex., Dec. 12, 1958, Johnson said 
he was opposed to forced inte- 
gration, but he added: 


A "We're a little late in our sec- 


tion in recognizing that all men 
are created equal. I wish the 
hotheads on both sides would 
give us a chance to evolve a so- 
lution to this problem." 


In explaining his vote for the 


1957 
civil rights bill, Johnson 


said, "I voted for the civil rights 
bill because I think everyone 
ought to have the right to vote, 
whether he's white or brown or 


•black." 


In early 1959, Senate Majority 


Leader Johnson came up with 
his own cicil rights proposals, 
including a provision for a Com- 
munity Relations Service. He 


are born free and equal cannot 
pervert its mission by rephras- 
ng the purpose to suggest that 
men shall be free today—but 
shall be equal a little later." 


On Nov. 27, 1963, in his first 


speech as President to a joint 
session of Congress, Johnson 
said: 


"No memorial oration or eulo- 


gy could more eloquently honor 
President Kennedy's memory 
than the earliest possible pas- 
sage of the civil rights bill for 
which he fought so long. We 
have talked long enough in this 
country about equal rights. We 
have talked for 100 years or 
more. It is time now to write the 
next chapter, and to write it in 
the books of 
law." 


On July 2, as he signed the 


civil rights bill, Johnson said: 


"Americans of every race and 


color are needed to build a na- 
tion of widening opportunities. 
Now our generation of Ameri- 
cans has been called on to con- 
tinue the unending search for 
justice within our borders." 


On July 28, 1964, in a speech 


to a group of educators at the 
White House, Johnson said: 


"We must and shall maintain 


respect for, law and order in 
America, but democarcy never 
has and never will solve its 
problems at the end of a billy 
club. Our land is young, our 
strength is great, our course is 
far from run, yet there is dis- 
content

our 
people

In a speech March 24, 1964, to 


the AFL-CIO Building and Con- 
tuction Trades Conference in 
Washington, Johnson departed 
from his prepared text to say 
this about Cuba: 


"The water problem that di - 


turbed us at Guantanamo was 
solved not by a battalion of 
Marines bayoneting their way in 
to turn on the water, but we 
sent a single admiral over to cut 
it off. I can say to you that our 
base is self-sufficient. By lean 
readiness, a source of danger 
and disagreement has been re- 
moved." 


On April 20, 1964, speaking to 


the annual meeting of The Asso- 
ciated Press in New York, he 
had this to say about Cuba: 


"The use of Cuba as a base 


for subversion and terror is an 
obstacle to our hopes for the 
hemisphere. Our first task must 
be, as it has been to isolate 
Cuba from the inter-American 
system, frustrate its efforts to 
destroy free governments, and 
expose for all to see the ugliness 
of communism. That policy is 
working. The problems of this 
Hemisphere,would be far more 
serious if Castro sat in the coun- 
cils of the OAS, disrupting de- 
bate and blocking decision—if 
he had open channels of trade 
and 
communications 
along 


which subversion and terror 
could flow—if his economy had 
been a successful model rather 
than a dismal warning. The ef- 
fectiveness of our policy is more 
than a matter of trade statis- 
tics. It has increased awareness 
of difference and danger, re- 
vealed the brutal nature of the 


ceeded. If the threat of war has 
lessened, it is largely because 
our opponents realize attack 
would brine destruction. This 
effort has been costly. But the 
costs of weakness are far great- 
er than the costs of strength, 
and the payment-was fair more 
painful. That is why, in the last 
three years, your government 
has strengthened the whole 
tange of America's defenses — 
increasing, defense spending by 
|17 billion."

policies, I realize 


that we have discouraging inci 
dents from time to time, and we 
have problems, and because we 
try to help with those problems, 
sometimes Ihc role of the peace- 
maker is not a very happy one. 
And so, for that reason, we have 
to do things that we don't want 
to do sometimes, and are rather 
irritating — and sometimes we 
are abused because we do them, 
and sometimes we are misun- 
derstood. But if the final result 
is good, then our action is justi- 
fied." 


LABOR 


On June 17, 1958, comenting 


on legislation introduced follow- 
ing the revelations of the Senate 
rackets committee, Johnson told 
the Senate: 


"This legislation was needed 


from many standpoints. First, it 
was necessary to protect the 
victims of crooks and racke- 


teers. Second, it was necessary 
o help honorable union leaders 
who found that the situation was 
seyond control. 


"Above all, it was necessary 


to protect the public interest in 
sound and honest labor-manage- 
ment relations." 


At a news conference April 11, 


1964, 
after the announcement 


that unions and the railroads 
would 
continue to negotiate 


their dispute rather than having 
a nationwide strike, 
Johnson 


said: 


"It is fundamental to our 


whole idea of civilized society 
that we settle disputes by a 
meeting of the minds, by a free 
interchange of conflicting ideas, 
by responsible acceptance of the 
best possible solution. This is 
what happens at the collective 
bargaining table. 


"There is in any large scale 


dispute a question of public in- 
terest. This interest must al- 
ways be overriding. But we 
must never delude ourselves 
that we are serving the public 
interest if at any time we sup- 
press the legitimate rights of 
the conflicting parties." 


NATO 


On April 6, 1961, Vice Presi- 


dent Johnson spoke in Paris on 
the 10th anniversary of the esta 
blishment 
of 
North 
Atlantic 


Treaty Organization headquart 
ers. He said: 


"No single nation has enougl 


influence and power to maintair 
this spacious environment o 
freedom. The coalition of th 
peoples and nations of Westeri 


urope and North American is 
indispensable to this end. With- 
ut tneir power—the resultant of 
wpulation, resources, technolo- 
y, and will—it cannot be pres- 
rved." 
On April 4, 1964, In response 
o a news conference question 
vhether the actions of French 
resident Charles de Gaulle 
ivere splitting the Western al- 
iancc, Johnson said: 


'No I do not believe that the 


Western alliance is being split. I 
hink we have differences In the 
alliance from time to time be- 
.ween countries and between 
spokesmen and leaders of those 
'ountries, just as we have dif- 
'erenccs among ourselves from 
time to time. But on the serious 
problems, as I have said before, 
when 
the chips 
arc 
down, 


whether It is Berlin, whether it 
s Cuba, or what not, we think 
that the alliance and the family 
will all be together. We will ef- 
fectively defend freedom where 
vcr it is challenged." 


In a news conference on Apri

On the same day, a German- 


newspaper columnist enumerat- 
ed fruitless attempts by one res- 
ident to get introduced to an 
American military family with 
whom he could meet socially.

for supper?" asked a GI when 
shown the article.

Most soldiers and dependents 


live in a world of, their own. 
When the. Army first marched 
into the war-shattered country, 
it brought everything it needed 
for daily survival.

Most of the living quarters 


are still around. The barbed 
wire is gone but a self-sufficient 
American community remains 
separate from the German one. 


Theoretically, it is possible for 


a GI to remain within this 
Americani ,conjp>unity during his. 
entire tour of duty here. While 
the American facilities prevent 
overcrowding of German areas 
they are not conducive to mix- 
ing with .the population. . 


How then do they make con- 


tacts? 


There's always the young ba- 


chelor who seeks amusement off 
the base. Often he'll head for a 
tavern where, the barmen and 
B-girls are ready for him. 


Since draftees range in age 


from 18 to 23,the young man is 
probably ill-equipped to cope 
with a smoothly running clip 
joint.
